GHANA ACCUSES NIGERIA'S UPN OF ANTI-GHANAIAN CAMPAIGN 
Accra GHANAIAN TIMES in English 6 Mar 81 p 8 


[Text] Professor W. C. Ekow-Daniele, Minister of Interior, has disclosed that 
the massive press campaign against Ghanaians in Nigeria, especially in the south- 
ern states, is being orchestrated by Chief Opafemi Awolowo's Unity Party of Ni- 
geria (UPN) with the view to discrediting the ruling National Party of Nigeria, 
led by President Shehu Shagari. 


He said whereas the federal government had explained that the Aliens Compliance 
Order recently introduced was not aimed at flushing out only Ghanaians from Ni- 
geria, the press, particularly those in che southern states had in collaboration 
with the UPN, had mounted a vicious and wild campaign for the past two months to 
get rid of Ghanaians in whatever form, just to embarrasgthe federal government 
of President Shagari. 


The result of this vicious and maligned campaign, he said, had been that Ghanaians 
were indiscriminately arrested, molested, suppressed and detained by the security 
agencies without any justification. 


Dr Ekow-Daniels made these disclosures at a press briefing in Accra yesterday 
following his recent visit to Nigeria to obtain first-hand information regarding 
the plight of Ghanaians living there. 


The Minister praised the maturity of Ghanaian journalists for their stand on the 
issue, and hoped the Ghanaian press would not retaliate on this delicate issue. 


The Interior Minister admitted that there might be some "bad sheep" in the 
Ghanaian community in Nigeria, but said, majority of them were, no doubt, contri- 
buting immensely to the economic growth of Nigeria. 


Dr Ekow-Daniels noted that one of the factors that led to the influx of Ghanaians 
to Nigeria without valid papers was the rigid regulations surrounding the acquisi- 
tion of passport. 


According to the Minister, majority of the Ghanaians he saw in Nigeria lived in 
equalid conditions at the beach, muddy and slum places, in huts and on rafts in 
the creeks. 


He announced that the Minister of Transport and Communications, Mr Harry Sawyerr, 
had agreed to send ships to Nigeria to help in the repatriation of thousands of 
stranded Ghanaians to relieve them of the unnecessary hardships ecnountered at the 
borders.

[Text] Mr Siyanga Malumo, head of the Information Division of the African Devel- 
opment Bank, has disclosed that very few African countries are applying for loans, 
although the bank has the funds to meet their requests. 


Mr Siyanga said a number of requesting countries were asking for less than the 
bank expected them to request, and said the management of the ADB had decided 
to establish regional branches throughout Africa in order to bring facilities of 
the bank closer to member-countries. 


Representing his organization at the third All Africa Public Relations Conference 
now going on in Accra, My Siyanga urged information officers, both in government 
and in the private sector, to push governments to make more frequent and 

lereer uses of the bank's funds. 


He (‘urther disclosed that individual industrialists and businessmen could apply 
for assistance through their respective Minieters of Finance who wou’ act as 
guarantors.

Mr Armand Monteiro, Beninese minister of higher education and scientific 
research, as well as the minister of foreign affairs, and the minister of 
planning and statistics. Mr Galley later visited the campus of the Benin 
National University situated at Abomey-Calavi, 12 km from Cotonou. On 
Saturday Mr Robert Galley will preside over the closing session of the 
activities of the Franco-Beninese Joint Commission which began in Cotonou 
last Wednesday.

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DACKO DISCUSSES ELECTIONS IN ‘AFP’ INTERVIEW 
AB271915 Paris AFP in French 1323 GT 27 Mar 61 


(Text) Bangui, 27 Mar (AFP)--CAR President David Dacko hae said that if 

permanent calm returns to the country, the legislative elections will take 
place in mid-June, that is, } sonthe after the presidential elections, as 
required by law. 


in an interview granted to AFP, the head of etate, who was speaking for the 
firet time to the press since the election resulte were declared on 19 March, 
specified, however, that if disturbances continue or resume, it will not be 
possible to set a date for the legislative elections. 


Mr Dacko emphasized that if elections can take place normally, he would first 
lift the estate of emergency, take his oath and then form a new government. 


Asked about possible political overtures to the opposition, Mr Dacko said it 
is no longer up to ufm to make the firet move, but it is up to his four 
unsucces..ful opponents--Ange Patasse, Francois Pehoua, Abel Goumba and 
Henri Maidou--to indicate their willingness to meet hin. 


Mr Dacko stressed that during the campaign, he was snubbed, insulted and 
humiliated by his opponents, and yet, he continued, I asked them to meet and 
discuss together the future of national unity. They said it was too early. 
Now, according to the head of state, the ball is in their court. 


Mr Dacko said that if the opposition presented a common list in the legislative 
elections to fight his party--the Central African Democratic Union--he would 
personally get into the election battle. He said during the presidential 
campaign that he vould remai. above the feud. 





Stressing his opponents’ animosity toward him, Mr Dacko said since the demo- 
cratic experiment had to be made, he does oot regret anything. Henceforth 
nobody will challenge the legitimacy of his being the head of state. Mr Dacko, 
however, feels that his compatriote need 5 gore years to pet used to the spirit 
of democracy and forget 14 years of dictatorship. 


Asked about the preferential treatment CAR gets from France, Mr Dacko said 
his country gets economic, financial and technical help from France, and it 
also helps train the army. French culture, language and education are also 











widely weed in the CAR. There ie no point in changing thie relationship, he 
for a renegotiation of bilateral agreements in order 
. We will be different from other African countries 


About the attitude of the Barracuda (French intervention force in CAR), 

Mr Dacko emphasized that the French soldiers never involved themel-es in 

the elections. neither have they intefered in the internal affaires of the 
country. I alone have the final decision to authorize them to intervene 

if the security of the country so demands, and thie was not the case, he said. 


On the youth demonstrations last Friday which left four dead, Mr Dacko said 
they were organized by some discontented elements who refused to acknowledge 
the results of the elections, being so certain that Mr Dacko was beaten. Thus 
in Boseangoa, the stronghold of Mr Ange Patasse, there was a rowdy jubilation 
over his victory even before the results were announced. One can, therefore, 
imagine how high the disappointment was, the head of state added. There was 
violence against our supporters and against some prefects who had to run away, 
leaving the polling places in the hands of the supporters of the Central 
African People's Liberation Movement (Mr Patasse's party). According to Mr Dacko, 
many of our supporters were beaten up by their opponents in Mr Patasee's 
hometown. 


The head of state paid tribute to the Central African army for its remarkable 


role and announced that a special ceremony will be organized in honor of their 
sense of democracy. 


Finally, Mr Dacko deplored the absurd accusations made against him over the 
accidental death on 29 March 1959 of the founder and first president of the CAR, 
Mr Barthelemy Boganda. He revealed that he himself would have been on the 
presidential plane which crashed, but at the last moment Mr Boganda ordered 

him to remain in Bangui to supervise the filing of an incomplete electoral 
register on the eve of the first legislative elections in the country. 

Mr Dacko was then the minister of interior and some of his opponents recently 
implicated him in this affair.

Seems Determined To Exploit His Election Victory") 


[Text] Bangui--Although order seems to have been completely restored in the 
Central African capital, nothing has been settled in political term. In 
addition it has been confirmed that the looting which has taken place in 
several provincial cities was on a large scale and was accompanied by 
repressive steps in which many people were hurt. The influx of wounded into 
Bangui's hospital, to which these people have been brought, shows the 
brutality of the clashes which have taken place in cities such as Bossangoa, 
Bozoum, Poua or Batangafo, several of which are bases of support for Ange 
Patasse, leader of the main opposition party opposing David Dacko. 


Long and difficult negotiations are going on both in the Central African 

Democratic Union-—-the goverument party--and among oppositionists. The Bangui 
population, known for its turbulence, is surprised to see the new strong face 
of President Dacko who is apparently determined to exploit his victory. The 


ordinary people understood that something had changed after last Friday's 
clashes. 


Are the president-elect's four rivale--who had failed to agree on a single 
opposition candidate contrary to the promise made, as Mr Goumba maintains -- 
determined to form a common front behind Ange Patasse? Or will they negotiate 
their support for President Dacko individually? In any case they have realized 
that it is no longer time for barricades but for negotiations. Although the 
head of state has still aot made contact with any of them they have either 
moved toward negotiation like Mr Maidou or have observed complete silence like 
Mr Goumba--the candidate who came last on 15 March. 


Another unknown factor is the attitude which those of the presidential group 
will adopt in the coming days [sentence as published). Since Central Africa 
opted for a multiparty system after Bokassa's fall, there are at least 

10 parties fighting for the voters’ support. One of the most important of 
these is the movement for democracy and independence led by Francois Gueret, 
@ magistrate and former justice minister backed by Mr Dacko for wishing to 
complete the inquiries going on into some of the fa'len emperor's former 
close advisers. 











The leaders of the National Association of Central African Students and the 
Union of Central African Trainees say they refuse to “join in the parties’ 
vile " and are etill refusing to give in to intimidation and force. 
After playing « considerable role in the disturbances on “hot Friday" they 
ere resolutely hostile to 4 president who they consider was elected both by 
fraud and by the deterrent presence of French forces in Central Africa. 





Furthermore the Central African army chiefs, to whom Mr Dacko himeelf hae 
given wide powers by proclaiming a etete of siege, are very conscious of 
their important role. They do not show excessive enthusiasm to say the 
least for a democracy which they chiefly ‘old responsible for the initial 
violent "blunders." “President Dacko has assumed power for a 6-year term 
and power must remain with him because the law must prevail at any cost,” 
one of those officers told w. This unequivocal warning is addressed both 
to Mr Patasee who is accused by his adversaries of having close ties with 
the Libyans and, through then, with the Soviet Union, and to Mr Goumba. 

The latter is in fact regarded as “a dangerous communist" both by government 


circles and by a large section of the Central African clergy who have such 
political influence.

{Text} After all, the fears aroused by the first election in the Central African 
Republic [CAR] following several years of a bloody dictatorship \ ‘111 not have been 
completely justified. True, the troubles which occurred on “hot Friday" caused 
casualties, and a state of siege and a curfew have been declared in the country. 
However, despite disorder and fraud, in the end, the election brought together most 
of the emall number of surviving car politicians, who were decimated, discredited 
or forced into exile by Bokassa. Purthermore, any direct intervention by French 


t of votes cast--has caused surprise on 
seeing single candidates of single parties 
f votes. Even if this result has been inflated in order to 
nonetheless shows that the opposition has teen taken 
~—where Mr Patasse obtained 42,550 votes 
for the outgoing president--and the Sara region-- 
Dacko led throughout the country in an election which 
was rather ignored (225,700 voters abstained, compared with 69,000 voters at the 
time of the 1 February constitutional referendum) . 


Dacko, who was obviously eager to rid himself of the accusation that he was restored 
to power in “the baggage compartment of a French transall,”" wanted to see the ballot 
box confer on his person a legitimacy which he sadly lacked. He undoubtedly pre- 
pared the test carefully, among other things, by securing the loyalty of army 
commanders, whose powers were consi:erably increased by the proclamation of a state 
The opposition agreed to ;»\ay the game as early as December 1980, and it 
must have been sufficiently pleased with the president's attitude not to withdraw 
rom the game before the ballot boxes delivered their verdict. It even seems that 
action taken on “hot Priday” has not put an end to ite hopes, 
since it now envisages the possibility of forming a united front with the parliamen- 














Thie meane that the presidential election can lead to an open=door policy and not 
merely be tantamount to a confirmation by the electorate of a head of state imposed 
through ailitary intervention by a foreign power. The holding of a parliamentary 
elections on 15 June at the latest will in turn create some tricky problems, includ- 
ing, firet of all, that of a timetable. 


It appeare that the president would like to postpone thie election for as long as 
possible. It would seem that, even though they are worried by the problem of 
preserving law and order during a long transitional period, hie French advisers 
have been urging him to do eo in order to avoid, before the second ballot of the 
French presidential election, the harmful consequences which any serious incident 
involving either French nationale or members of the military barracuda unit could 
have for Mr Giecard d'Eetaing's campaign. 


Irrespective of the limite of the “normalization” operation now in progress in the 
CAR, this operation expresses the French Government's desire to see Mr Dacko at the 
bead of a more rapidly accepted regime which would probably be the case if the 
parliamentary electionse--the “legal” opposition's last chance--were to take place 
in 4 normal manner at the end of May or beginning of June.

(Text) Ndjamena, 27 Mar (AFP)--A total of 150 former prisoners of war have 
returned to their provinces in southern Chad following a decision by the 
president of the transitional govermment, Mr Goukount Ouveddei. After his 
recent tour of southern Ghad, Mr Goukouni, in fact, sent home 150 former 
prisoners who were being detained in the north where they were captured. 

A first contingent of these former prisoners of war, composed of 80 persons 
including 70 soldiers of the former Chadian national army, arrived in 
Ndjamena from Abeche north-eastern Chad on Saturday, while a similar number 
of former prisoners arrived there 2 daye later before being sent to the 
south of the country. 


According to observers, thie decision proves President Goukouni's determina- 
tion to broaden his internal political support by meeting the demands of the 
people of southern Chad. 


During hie tour of that part of the country, the Chadian head of state made 
some promises which, if kept, could have a positive effect on his political 
popularity in Chad and could change the attitude of the people of that region 
toward the Ndjamena regime. 


In their statements to the president of the Transitional National Union 
Goverment, GUNT, prominent people in the south insisted on the secularity of 
the Chadian state, the payment of salaries of all civil servants who retreated 
in country, the application of the Lagos

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LIMANN WARNS AGAINST ‘DESTABILIZING RELIGIOUS FANATICS'

[Text] President Hilla Limann was warned that his Government will never compro- 
mise with religious fanatics or destabilizing forces who misapply their oil 
funds and large military areenale to subvert other countries. 


In an obvious reference to the hegemonistic intentions of the Libyan leader, 
Colonel Muammar Gaddafi, Dr Limann said "such fanatics should first maintain 
peace in their own region and sub-region, so that we will not continue to sup- 
port large contingents of peace-keeping forces to prevent them from cutting their 
own throats before they give us lessens on how to run our affairs." 


Proposing a toast at a dinner he hosted for the Sierra Leonean President, Dr 
Siaka Stevens, in Accra on Monday night Dr Limann pledged that Ghana would always 
pursue peaceful solutions, within the framework of the Organization of African 
Unity (OA), to the problems of the continent. 


The Libyan leader has come under severe criticism of late for his proposed merger 
with Chad after helping the Chadian President, Mr Goukouni Weddeye, to defeat 
his Defence Minister, Mr Hissiene Habre, in a protracted civil war. 


Dr Limann also strongly criticized military adventurists in Ghana, promising 
tough action against them. 


President Limann emphasized his mandate was to help rebuild Ghana and not to de- 
stroy it until the electorate decided again on who should be Head of State. 


Dr Limann warned that those who provided funds for such “nihilistic programmes" 
were doing great disservice to Mother Africa and "we must all therefore oppose 
them without fear or favour". 


President Limann stressed that the concept of the collective self-reliance of 
Third World countries would remain mere rhetoric without sound, important and ba- 
sic links of bilateral relations which would supplement the efforts of sub- 
regional groupings such as the Economic Community of West African States (ECOWAS) 
and the Economic Commission for Africa (ECA). 


Indeed, he said, "larger multi-lateral unite could draw their strength only from 
the quality and strength of bilateral relations linking member-states together".

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LIBYAN PEOPLE'S BUREAU HOLDS ANNIVERSARY RECEPTION

[Article: "Libyans Invite Everyone of Note in Tananarive"} 


[Excerpts] To celebrate the fourth anniversary of the declaration of the SPLAJ 
[Socialist People's Libyan Arab Jamahiriya] of 2 March 1977 and on the occasion of 
today's departure of the charge d'affaires of the former embassy and Mrs Muftah Abubaker, 
the people's bureau of the SPLAJ in Antananarivo offered a reception yesterday before 
noon at the Hilton Hotel. 


The Revolutionary Power was represented on that occasion by members of the CSR [Supreme 
Revolutionary Council], Arsene Ratsifehera and Marojama Razanabahiny, and by Ministers 
Georges-Thomas Indrianjafy (Justice), Rakotovao Andriantiana (the Postal Services), 
Said Ali Koussay (Youth and Sports). 


As the members of the SPLAJ's people's bureau in Antananarivo explained yesterday, 
the declaration was a great event in the history of the whole of humanity for it 
contributed concretely to the consecration and success of the noble ideas of the 
revolutionary guide contained in the Third Universal Theory, giving new impetus to 
the final liberation of the masses from the yoke of injustice, despotism, political 
and economic exploitation and domination, and to the advent of a popular society 
composed of all free men, all equal before God in their possession of resources and 
arms so that total and definitive freedom may triumph. 


“Accordingly, the great revolution of al-Fatah broke out for historial reasons: We 
have wanted to show the world that we have effectively realized this historic day 

of 1 September because that is the supreme will of the Libyan Arab masses which they 
are in a position to protect, even at the price of their blood. Today, 3 March 1981 
we are in a good position, a united people setting an example to the world. 


"We hold our weapons in hand and we have faith in our hearts. With one hand we build 
and with the other we hold weapons. 


"If the SPLAJ is building a military force today it is to protect the Arab revolution 
and strengthen revolutionary impetus, even action, in the entire Arab world. 


"The building of the SPLAJ constitutes a link in the major edifice of worldwide Arab 
unity. It bring closer the day of that unity and the defeat of colonialism. Similarly, 
the building of the Jamahiriya is a landmark which clears the path of the Libyan Arab 


people prepared to check completely any attempt opposing the power of the people." 


Following these introductory remarks, the people's bureau of the SPLAJ invited the

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VISIT OF ALGERIAN DELEGATION, SONATRACH OFFICIAL DETAILED 


Malagasy Invitation

[Text] Antananarivo--"he Algerian ambassador, Fehrat Ounes, 
tranemitted to President Andrianarahinjaka [of the National 
Popular Assembly, or ANP) on Saturday an invitation from the 
president of the Algerian National People's Assembly, Rabah 
Bitat, to pay an official visit to Algiers at the head of 


a Malagasy parliamentary delegation. 


This invitation was made public at the time of the courtesy 
visit which the Algerian diplomat paid last Saturday to the 
president of Madagascar's National Popular Assembly. 


Antananarivo, ANTA--A delegation of Algeria's FLN [National Liberation Front] arrived 
in Madagascar yesterday. It was made up of Boualem Dellonci, FLN central committee 
member in charge of the party's economic department; Mourad Lamondi, member of the 
FLN's foreign relations committee; Mohamed Laifa, national secretary of the UGTA 
[General Union of Algerian Workers); and Kamal Bella, executive committee member of 
the UNJA [National Union of Algerian Youth]. 


They were received at the airport by Albert Zakariasy and Charles Randriananja, both 
ANP vice presidents and representing respectively AREMA [Vanguard of the Malagasy 


Revolution] and AKFM/KDRSM [Congress Party for Malagasy Independence/ Democratic 
Committee to Support the Malagasy Socialist Revolution]; Samuelson Andriamanisa, 


AREMA central committee member; the goneral secretary of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs; and the deputy director of protocol in the office of the president of the 


repubiic. 


The delegation is planning to meet the FNDR [National Front for the Defense of the 
Revolution] and our national leadersas well as some organizations to discuss coopera- 
tion possibilities between the FLN and the FNDR, set up a workers plan of cooperation 
between the two countries at the governmental level, and to outlive the present 
international situation. 


In short, the purpose of the Algerian mission is to reinforce the already friendly 
relations existing between our two countries and that of progressive countries in 
general. Our visitors hope that concrete and tangible results will stem from the 
interviews and meetings with the Malagasy leaders. 


The delegation will remain with ue till Friday morning and then fly to the Seychelles 
for the same purpose. % 














Algerian Delegation's Visit

[Excerpts] Yesterday's agenda was very crowded for the Algerian mission whose members 
arrived in Antananarivo on Tuesday. Early in the morn Bovalem Dellonci, FLN 
central committee member; Mourad Lamondi, member of the [FLN's] foreign relations 
committee; and Mohamed Laifa, national secretary of the UGTA, paid a courtesy call 
on Fehrat Ounes, Algerian ambassador in Madagascar. It was a protocol visit but one 
which also enabled the latter to have a short working session with the members of 

the Algerian delegation, undoubtedly enabling him to present to them the major 
outlines of Malagasy's situation. 


After that the Algerian delegation took part in an interview at the Malagasy Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. Nothing more is known about these meetings. There will undoubt- 
edly be a traditional press conference at the conclusion of the mission's visit. 


As for the member of the CSR [Supreme Revolutionary Council), Richard Andriamanjato, 
the meeting that he had with the Algerian mission enabled him to explain briefly, 

on behalf of the FNDR, the Malagasy revolutionary struggle which began, as is known, 
with an armed struggle. “The events which occurred thereafter," CSR member Richard 
Andriamanjato said, "made it possible for the regime to overcome various difficulties." 
CSR member Andriamanjato did not conceal our present economic difficulties. The 

high cost of energy totaling 14 billion Malagasy france a year was especially stressed 
in his presentation. However, he did not hide the hope of the revolutionary govern- 
ment “to correct the situation within the next 3 to 4 years." 


SONATRACH 


Harra Abdelahaziz, assistant to the president-general manager of the National Company 
for the Transport and Marketing of Hydrocarbons [SONATRACH], the major Algerian oil 
company, who arrived on Tuesday with his colleagues of the FLN, left Antananarivo 
on the same day after holding a 3-hour working session with the senior executives of 
OMNIS [National Military Office for Strategic Industries]. Among important businss- 
men such lightning visits are commonplace. A preliminary conversation was involved, 
but no one Ynows anything further about these negotiations. SONATRACY is engaged 

in exploration and borings and undertakes the marketing of Algerian o11. What 
relationship does it have with OMNIS in these three fields? We shall see. In the 
meantime, in Tanzania SONATRACH is already on location to undertake exploration and 
boring for possible deposits. 
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GASOLINE PRICE INCREASE--Antananarivo, 24 March (AFP)-——The Malagasy Government 
hiked the pump prices of petrol by up to 57 per cent Monday night in the 

third increase in fuel prices within eight months. Explaining the increase 
at a public meeting on Sunday Malagasy President Didier Ratsiraka said that 
the country was now buying Algerian oil at 42 dollars a barrel because 
supplies from Iraq, which has cost only 32 dollars a barrel, had stopped. 

The president said that any profits from petrol taxes would be used to 
subsidise the cost of rice imports. Madagascar is expected to import 

between 200,UV0 and 250,000 tons of rice this year as against 180,000 tons

PORTUGUESE NATIONALS RELEASED--The remaining three Portuguese nationals 
detained in the Mozambique capital on charges of espionage were released 
today. The Portuguese consul-general in Maputo said the condition of the 
three Portuguese is excellent. They were detained on 4 March, and the 
release of two of them was even announced in Lisbon last Tuesday by 
Mozambique Foreign Minister Jaoquim Chissano. Administrative and bureau- 
cratic problems, however, are understood to have been the cause of delay 
in their release. The postponement of Joaquim Chissano's departure from 
Lisbon for Madrid yesterday, is believed to have been due to the Mozambique 
foreign minister's wish to clarify the situation of the three Portuguese 
nationals who were then still being held in Maputo.

SOUTH AFRICAN SOLDIER'S BODY RETURNED--On 17 March 1981, a military unit of 
the minority South African racist regime penetrated deep inside the 
Mozambique border in Ponta Do Ouro. The invading forces opened fire on 

Due to energetic 
action by our forces, the invaders were subsequently driven out of our 
territory, having suffered casualties. In a telex dated 20 March, the

Gwen Lister's Report

[Text] Heleinki: The following statement was given by Mr. Cedric Thornberry, the 
Executive Director of the office of the Special Representative of the Secretary 
General (Namibia) at the conference on Namibia and the Nordic countries, held here 
last week: 


I am happy to have been invited to address this seminar on the status of interna- 
tional efforte for a negotiated sectlement to the question of Namibia. I wel- 
come the initiative of the organisers of the conference, which is most timely, 
having regard to various factors which have recently emerged and which may bear 
relevantly on this intractable international issue--one of the most difficult 
and prolonged which the United Nations has had to face in ite 3% years’ history. 


As you know, after protracted discussions and negotiations with all the parties 
concerned, the five Western Governments, in April 1978, presented an agreed Pro- 
posal for a Settlement of the Namibian question (S/12636). The terms of that 
settlement Proposal are well known to all the participants today and are set out 
in the published documentation. In brief, they called for a cease-fire, and the 
holding of free and fair elections, under United Nations supervision and control, 
for a constituent assembly which would draw up a constitution for an independent 
Namibia. Mr. Martti Ahtisaari, the Secretary-General's Special Representative for 
Namibia, would have to be satisfied at each stage of the very detailed process set 
out in the Proposal that it had been properly compiled with. The South African 
Administration, headed by the Administrator-General, would remain in the Terri- 
tory, together with Mr. Ahtisaari and UNTAG, throughout the transition period. 
UNTAG would have both civilian and military components. Detailed proposals for 











the implementation of the settlement Proposal were approved by the Security Coun- 
cil in resolution 435 (1978). In thie matter the United Nations proposed to ful- 
fill ite long-standing duty to the former mandated territory and ite people in ac- 
cordance with UN resolutions and decisions and opinions of the World Court. 


Since 1978 the UN has sought, in close consultation with all parties concerned, 
and especially with the Western Five, the Front-Line States and the OAU, to secure 
the implementation of resolution 435 and thus the self-determination of the peo- 
ple of Namibia. lamensely detailed discussions have taken place in Namibia, 
South Africa, the Front-Line States, New York, Geneva and elsewhere on the manner 
in which 435 would be carried out. These discussions have primarily been with 
the parties to the conflict, South Africa and SWAPO, and have substantially en- 
gaged the UN's resources, reflecting ite awareness of ite unique responsibility 
for Namibia. I am sorry to say that for the moment, in the aftermath of the Pre- 
Implementation Meeting in Geneva, the direct discussions have been brought to a 
halt. 


January's meeting in Geneva was held in the context of all the previous discussions 
with the parties and consequent upon a UN mission to Pretoria in Occober 1980. 
Following this mission, South Africa incicated its consent to t)< principle that 
it was of vital importance that the independence of Namibia should be achieved in 
1981, in accordance with resolution 435. In order to achieve this aim a date for 
the cease-fire and a start of implementation should be set in the early part of 
1981. The Geneva meeting therefore, in brief, was to provide a means of facilita- 
ting agreement on implementation. The proceedings in Geneva were fully publicised 
in the world press, and the Secretary-General, on 19 January 1981, reported upon 
them to the Security Council ($/14333). This report, I believe, accurately sum- 
marises the proceedings at Geneva, and I have arranged to have copies made avail- 
able to participants at this meeting in the hope that they may be of some informa- 
tive assistance. For our part, the UN set out, in great detail, the manner in 
which UNTAG would fulfil its functions--those of the Special Representative, and 
of its various principal elements the electoral supervisors, the police, the mili- 
tary and the Office of the High Commissioner for Refugees. These presentations 
showed the immense range, and depth, of consensus which had been reached during 
the years of negotiations and consultations. It is true to say that there is a 
greater degree of pre-implementation agreement than there had been in regard to 
any other proposed UN undertaking. As the Chairman of the working sessions, Mr. 
Brian Urquhart, noted in Geneva, the UN believes “that the technical issues rela- 
ting to implementation have essentially been resolved, and none exist which 

could possibly justify any failure to decide to go forward". 


At the closing session of the meeting the leader of the SWAPO delegation, Mr. 

Sam Nujoma, reiterated that SWAPO was ready to proceed @ Geneva meeting, 

to sign a cease-fire and to agree to a target-date for tm a«acrival of UNTAG in 
Namibia. Since South Africa had not agreed, SWAPO had no alternative but to con- 
tinue with the liberation struggle. Mr. Nujoma's reference was to a statement 
made by the South African Administrator-General, Mr. Danie Hough, the previous 
day, when Mr. Hough had stated that it would be premature to proceed with the 
discussion on the setting of a date for implementation. This, he said, was be- 
cause the question of mutual trust and confidence had not been resolved. During 
the meeting members of his delegation had asserted, inter alia, that the UN had 





disqualified iteelf from supervising free and fair elections in Namibia, in par- 
ticular, by recognising SWAPO as the sole and authentic representative of the peo- 
ple of Namibia and by ite attitude towards other political parties in the Terri- 
tory. The general tenor of these presentations was that only after an unspecified 
period, in which the UN would demonstrate its impartiality, would a definite date 
for implementation be acceptable. Anxiety was also expressed as to the nature 

of the lawe and related arrangements which would govern the Territory in the future. 


On what has been called the “impartiality question", I feel that you may like to 
look at what the Chairman of the working meetings, Mr. Urquhart, said. It is 

set out in paragraph 13 of the report of 19 January 1981, and it makes the posi- 
tion of the United Nations on the two aspects of impartiality perfectly clear. 

In his observations on the Geneva meeting (paragraphs 19-21) the Secretary-General 
noted that the South African Government was not yet prepared to sign a cease- 

fire agreement and to proceed with the implementation of resolution 435. He went 
on to emphasise that a remarkable effort had been made in Geneva, through contacts 
and exchanges at a variety of levels, to demonstrate good faith and reasonableness, 
with a view to proceedings towards implementation in a spirit of co-operation and 
understanding. All of us who were in Geneva were greatly impressed by the con- 
structive spirit in which the Front-Line and OAU approached the proceedings, and, 
of course, by the continuing efforts of the Western Five. 


However, the outcome of the Geneva meeting gives rise to the most serious interna- 
tional concern. Members of the Security Council and all those concerned are, I 
know, considering the proceedings and the situation which has now arisen. The 
Secretary~General has, himself, urgently appealed to the Government of South Af- 
rica to review, with the utmost care, the imp)ications of the meeting, and to re- 
consider its position with regard to the implementation of resolution 435 at the 
earliest possible time. 


On 28 January the South African Foreign Minister wrote to the Secretary-General 
(S/14346) complaining of the Secretary-General's failure, in his report, to give 
adequate prominence to the Namibian internal parties. He said, that inadequate 
attention had been paid to their concerns at the Geneva meeting, and especially 
that of impartiality and equal treatment of parties. Nor had there been any at- 
tempt to address the concerns of those parties as to the principles according to 
which the future State of Namibia would be governed. On 30 January the Security 
Council discussed the Secretary-General's report. In presenting it, the Secre- 
tary-General said that it would not be proper for him to speculate on the reasons 
for South Africa's position at Geneva--that it was not yet prepared to sign a 
cease-fire agreement and to proceed with the implementation of resolution 435 
(1978). He said that the problem now was to evolve the best course of act‘on to 
achieve the objective of independence for Namibia at the earliest possib!. time 
through the implementation of resolution 435. That, he stated, continued to be 
the goal of the United Nations, and he very much hoped that efforts would not 

be relaxed to ensure its early achievement. 


Since Geneva, there have been several other developments. On 28 January it was 
announced in Cape Town that a General Election would be held in South Africa on 
29 April 1981. The OAU's Liberation Committee met in Arusha from 19-23 January 
and adopted a resolution on Namibia. This, inter alia, mandated the African Group 











at the UN to call on the Securicy Council to urgently convene a meeting of the 
Council to take effective enforcement measures agcinst South Africa by the imposi- 
tion of comprehensive and mandatory sanctions, and recommended the convening of 
the General Assembly to discuss the question of Namibia. The position of the Li- 
beration Committee was endorsed at the meeting of the Non-Aligned States in New 
Dehli last month, and by the Council of Ministers of the OAU, meeting in Addis 
Ababa. On 17 February a communique was issued in Lusaka after a meeting of the 
Heads of State and other representatives of the Front-Line and Nigeria. It de- 
plored the failure of the Geneva conference, attributing this to the intransigence 
of South Africa, and praised SWAPO's statesmanlike conduct during the meeting. 

The Front-Line and Nigeria felt that SWAPO had not alternative but to intensity 
the liberation war, and appealed for assistance to SWAPO in all fields. They 
also reaffirmed their conviction that South Africa would be brought to the nego- 
tiating table for a peaceful settlement of the Namibian question only if economic, 
political and diplomatic pressure was brought to bear by the Western Five and 

by the international community as a whole. The General Assembly of the United 
Nations met to consider the subject of Namibia last week and adopted a number of 
resolutions which in part referred to the attempts to achieve a negotiated settle- 
ment. It seems possible, therefore, that a meeting of the Security Council will 
be convened within the next few weeks to deal further with the subject. 


While we in the United Nations have no official knowledge on the subject, it 

seems likely that the western Governments have been considering, individually 

and together, the manner in which they should now proceed on Namibia. It remains 
only for me to add that, so far as the United Nations is concerned, Security Coun- 
cil resolutions 431 and 435 continue to provide the framework within which any 
negotiated settlement of the question of Namibia will take place. Similarly, the 
resolution of the question of Namibia remains of primary importance to the United 
Nations. 


Action Against South Africa 
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DTA Described as Puppets 
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[Text] Hanasaari (Helsinki): At a press conference during the seminar on Namibia 
held here, the Finnish press were given the opportunity to question speakers to 

the conference. The speakers were Mr. Ben Amathila, SWAPO's Secretary for Economic 
Affaire, Mr. Cedric Thornberry of the United Nations, Professor Reginald Green 

of the .niversity of Sussex and Mr. Billy Modise of the ANC who is the assistant 
head of the United Nations Institute in Lusaka. Also on the platform was the head 
of the UN Institute in Lusaka, Mr. Hage Geingob. 


Mr. Geingob said at the conference that Geneva had represented a victory for 
SWAPO. The former South African Prime Minister, Mr. B. J. Vorster had said, that 
they would never meet with what he termed "SWAPO terrorists", but in Geneva, South 
Africa and SWAPO had faced one another in the same conference hall. In attending 
the talks with SWAPO they had also recognised that SWAPO was the only representa- 
tive of the Namibian people. SWAPO's delegation to the conference, he added, 

had been instructed to seriously negotiate a solution to the Namibia question. 
This fact had been recognised by the world, he continued, and it represented 
SWAPO's second victory at Geneva. 


The image of SWAPO which had been depicted in caricatures of SWAPO President 
Mr. Sam Nujoma, eating the bones of young children, had now been changed, he said. 


Referring to what he called the “programmed puppets" in the DTA, Mr. Geingob said, 
that two armies faced one another. They were SWAPO and South Africa and only 
agreement between the two of them could end the war. 


But Mr. Geingob emphasised that the “doors are still open if the enemy wants to 
talk". He added though, that the United Nations may find it a little more diffi- 
cult to get SWAPO to the conference table in the future and would need some firm 
guarantees before doing so. 


Mr. Geingob referred briefly to the Western countries, saying that in order to 
accommodate Mr. Ronald Reagan, they had disavowed their own plan. He said that 
Britain had stated that they were not committed to any course of action, and yet 
they themselves had drawn up the plan. Mr. Geingob called this new attitude 

the Reagan Factor. 
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In reply to a question from the floor, Mr. Cedric Thornberry of the United Na- 
tions said, that Security Council, Resolution 435, was still the framework for a 
settlement in Namibia as far as the UN was concerned. 


Mr. Geingob, in reply to yet another question, said, that the South African De- 
fence Force was already experiencing difficulties. Some whites, he said, had 
started to desert from the army, and for this reason, conscription had been put 
into effect. Many South Africans, he added, were aware that South Africa had de- 
cided to grant independence to Namibia, and they therefore questioned why their 
sons should die there. 


In conclusion, he appealed to the Nordic countries to intensify their humanitarian 
assistance to SWAPO. 


ANC-SWAPO Collaboration 
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that South Africa was launching a big offensive, both against SWAPO and against 
neighbouring countries. The Frontline States were strengthening their defences 
and the level of cooperation between them, and already between Mozambique and 
Zimbabwe there was a military agreement. Although there was an increased realisa- 
tion of thenneed for united strength, this had not yet come to talk of the forma- 
tion of an African force, he said. SWAPO, he added, had not asked for interven- 
tion by independent Africa in their armed struggle against South African occu- 
pation of Namibia, and they were quite capable themselves of carrying the strug- 
gle. 


A SWAPO spokesman confirmed what Mr. Mbeki said, adding that in any case it was 
impractical for the ANC to provide SWAPO with men for the struggle, or vice versa, 
since the war was not a conventional one, and one of the prerequisites of guerilla 
warfare, was, that the armed cadres should know their territory. 


Economy of Theft 
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SWAPO's Communist Ties Queried

[Text] Hanasaari (Helsinki): Asked about SWAPO ties with Communist countries, 
Mr. Hage Geingob, the strongly built, hearty Director of the United Nations In- 
stitute in Lusaka, said over a hasty lunch recess during the seminar that if you 
were drowning you would ask anyone for assistance. Placing his knife and fork 
together he added that SWAPO would accept military assistance from any country. 


Mr. Geingob had been just about to start on a rather appetising meat dish which I 
referred to, asking him whether he in fact liked eating reindeer. He took one 
look at the salad on my plate and quietly placed his knife and fork together. 


Assurances from others at the table that the meat was not in fact reindeer, could 
not convince Mr. Geingob to resume his meal. 


Mr. Geingob continued to say that arms aid to SWAPO generally came from the so- 
clalist bloc of countries via the Organisation of African Unity. 


He said that after Geneva it had been decided to intensify the struggle, on the 
diplomatic, political and military levels. He emphasised that it would be mili- 
tary and not civilian targets which would be sought by PLAN cadres. 


Mr. Geingob continued to say that it was a disquieting fact to note that the war 
was being Africanised. Brothers were now fighting brothers, since the introduc- 
tion of conscription and this had not been the case in the beginning. Using Nami- 
bians to fight Namibians, he added, was laying the grounds for civil war after 
independence. He appealed to Namibians who were being used for this purpose, 

to reconsider. 


Mr. Geingob referred to certain changes that had come about in Namibia and said 
that these would not have occurred had it not been for SWAPO fighting the armed 
struggle. These SWAPO sacrifices, he said, had led to improved conditions in 
Namibia. 


Referring to the progress of the armed struggle, and speculating as to what the 
outcome would be, Mr. Geingob said that in modern warfare there was no ‘hands-up' 
form of defeat. The thing to do was to make things so uncomfortable for one's 
opponent that he was prepared to settle. Mr. Geingob said that something would 
happen in the next few years--something which would change the face of the war 
whether it was good or bad, or independence or peace. He added that the intensifi- 
cation of the arms struggle and other factors, such as the attitude of the US 
President, Mr. Ronald Reagan, could lead to major powers becoming involved in 
Namibia.

{Text} The Council of Ministers last night decided to implement the resolu- 
tions recently adopted by the Supreme Revolutionary Council. Following is 
a commentary on this subject by Challe (Abd Idris Duale): 


The revival of the revolution ordered by the president of the Somali Democratic 
Republic last October was not merely a statement, but a directive to remove 
obstructions hampering the revolutionary government's policies in the 
interests of the people and country. The rapid implementation of this direc- 
tive, however, is no easy task because each step taken must be a result of 
responsible decision-making. 


In response to the resolutions recently adopted by the Supreme Revolutionary 
Council, the Council of Ministers last night made the following decisions: 


To dissolve the livestock development, building material trade, textile and 
equipment agencies. This decision was, taken because while these agencies 
were originally set up to fill a need, they subsequently proved unproductive 
and incapable of performing what they had been tasked to do. What has been 
done shows that the government has the right to dissolve or reorganize any 
of its agencies or departments deemed incapable of properly carrying out 
their work. 


The Council of Ministers also decided that the Agricultural Development 
Corporation [ADC] needed reorganizing to enable it to fulfill its objectives. 
These objectives include protecting farmers from exploitation by traders and 
encouraging and helping farmers to make the country self-sufficient in terms 
of grain. Its aims were not [words indistinct) viewed by the farmers as 
enemies similar to those who used to suck their blood. For the ADC to do 
what it was intended to--assist small-scale farmers and the underprivileged-- 
the council decided that its administration must be reviewed. It was also 
realized that the goverment [words indistinct] to encourage and improve 
production in accordance with the economic resources of the country and the 
masses. 


Considering that the country's major need is to increase agricultural produc- 
tion, the Council of Ministers decided that the Ministry of Agriculture must 
make significant contributions towards helping and encouraging farmers by 
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giving them agricultural equipment, [words indistinct) and financial assistance, 
All this will be done in line with the government's objectives. The latter, 
however, cannot be achieved unless the farmers make substantial profits. In 
other words, while making use of the government's services and assistance, 
farmers must increase production and also take note of [word indistinct) and 
other matters which could promote the country's economy, and abandon the 
practice of hoarding and exploiting the poor. 


As a country, our purchasing capacity depends on the state of our foreign 
currency reserves. We cannot escape from pressures unless we enhance our 
foreign reserves. This can be accomplished by increasing our exports and 
by every responsible Somali making it his duty to bring home all the hard 
currency he earns abroac. The government is giving encouragement in this 
respect by providing good exchange rates and by allowing people who want to 
bank hard currency the facility to withdraw at will. 


Economists have proven that unnecessary imports have damaged and continue to 
seriously damage our economy, so the government has decided to take a major 
and immediate step in this respect. 


In general, if these government decisions are implemented, the people will 
benefit tangibly in many ways. But two factors must be taken into considera- 
tion: the workers and policy-making officials must be hard working, loyal 

and patriotic; and the people must also be patriotic and loyal in implement- 
ing these decisions. Accordingly, if we want to succeed in overcoming the 
difficult situation currently facing the country, the people and the government 
officials must unite and support the goverment's policy and resolutions. 

That is the only way to overcome the problems of this difficult situation.
